Courses  of  Study  will  be  given  in 

Agriculture,  Biology,  Bacteriology,  Botany. 

Art  and  Manual  Training. 

Bookkeeping,  Stenography,  and  Typewriting. 

General  and  Domestic  Chemistry. 

Education,  including  History  of  Education,  Psychology, 
and  Sociology — nine  different  courses. 

English,  including  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Composition, 
Literature,  for  Elementary  Grades,  High  School,  and 
College. 

Geography,  Alabama  and  United  States  History,  Civil 
Government. 

Home  Economics,  including  Domestic  Art,  Domestic 
Science,  also  special  courses  for  Vocational  Home  Econom- 
ics in  High  Schools,  Practice  Housekeeping. 

Mathematics,  including  Arithmetic  for  Grades,  Alge- 
bra, Plane  Geometry,  Solid  Geometry,  and  Trigonometry. 

Music,  including  Special  Piano  Lessons,  Public  School 
Music,  and  Methods  of  Teaching. 

Physics. 

Physiology,  Hygiene. 

Physical  Education,  Playground  Supervision,  Special 
Rhythmic  Exercises.
